Polio Vaccine Attacked, Defended 
At Emergency Medical Society Meet

Whether 
Lancaster County's 


school children will join in the 
nationwide test of the new Salk 
anti-polio vaccine hangs on two 
questions. 


One is the timely arrival of 


the as-yet-unready vaccine. 


The other turns on whether the 


Lancaster County Medical Society 
will continue its earlier support 
of the test. 


Thursday night's effort to get 


a show of hands on the latter was 
delayed when 
an 
emergency 


meeting of physicians failed to 
produce a quorum. 
Dr. J. Marshall" Neely, presi- 


dent-elect of the Lancaster Medi- 
cal Society, said a special meet- 
ing would be convened immedi- 
ately for a decisive vote. 


The physicians, whose meeting 


was open to the PTA, to school 
officials, state health represen- 
tatives and others, were told by 
Dr. Carl J. Potthoff, Rochester, 
Minn., regional medical director 
of the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, that the vac- 
cine is presently under massive 
production. 


He accounted for its delay by 


failure of commercial labora- 
tories to produce an effective 
vaccine in their initial efforts 
plus the foundation's require- 
ment of a minimum 42-day 
period to complete control tests 
in some 3,000 instances of pilot 
vaccinations. 


Coflicting Opinion 


There was conflicting opinion 


among Lincoln physicians both 
on the safety of the vaccine and 
on the advisability of adminis- 
tering the tests late in the 
spring. 


Dr. Ernest Hancock, a member 


of the state polio co-ordinating 
committee asserted that the fav- 
orable time for the tests had 
already passed. But he reminded 
that the committee still approved 
the test with deadline provisions. 
Criticizing the Salk prepara- 


tion as one developed by the 
New Chuck Wagon Bread! 


Tasty loaf of Good Health!—Ad- 


oldest of methods since replaced 
in many preparations by irradi- 
ated virus, Hancock complained 
that the enormous pressure to 
hasten a polio preventive placed 
a hard choice on a physician. 


"The Salk vaccine," he said, 
"uses an inactivated virus. We 
don't know how long it will be 
antigenic, perhaps six months 
perhaps two years, perhaps 
longer. But if it is a short term 
vaccine' there is the danger of 
late life infection which we know 
is attended by high paralysis and 
mortality." 


He also warned that Type One 


virus is still a virulent strain and 
"should some of it escape in- 
activation it could bring on the 
disease." 


Hancock listed other minor dan- 


gers as (1) the possibility of a 
pass-over of culture tissue which 
could have a toxic effect on the 
kidneys and (2) the possibility of 
a passover of culture blood cells 
with an RH factor that might sen- 
sitize the children. 


Referring to the medical so- 


ciety's earlier endorsement of the 
tests he asserted, "I think our 
committee acted precipitiously. I 
wish we had held off a while." 
He added, "I cannot recom- 


mend participation to my pa- 
tients." 
He was answered by Dr. Pott- 


hoff in a 30-minute discussion 
of research findings on the vac- 
cine. 
Dr. Potthoff noted that over 


8.000 persons had already re- 
ceived tests. 3.000 of them from 
commercially made vaccine, with 
satisfactory results. 


Potthoff said, "We have to place 


faith in authorities on virology 
and in Dr. Salk upon whom rests 
a tremendnous responsibility who 
say that this vaccine is safe. 


"The Foundation also accepts 


this heavy responsibility and says 
the vaccine is ready." 


Potthoff said he did not see 


how there could be any conse- 
quential carry-over of culture 
tissue or blood cells. 


"The vaccine." he explained, 


"is extracted through numerous 
filters, the final one so fine that 
only the virus can pass through. 


They are greatly too small for 
tissue or blood cells." 


He added that such small 


amounts of penicillin .and strep- 
tomycin as might 'pass over 
should after assisting in the cul- 
ture would would be too minute 
to cause a reaction in the vaccine 
recipient. * 


He stated that virulent strains 
continuing in the finished vac- 
cine seemed to be ruled out by 
exhaustive tests on cancer cell 
preparations. 


"Even after 40 indicative tests 


on cancer cells which cannot live 
under attack of virulent polio 
virus, the vaccine is further 
tested by massive injections both 
in living monkey muscle and 
brain," he -said. 


Parents Undaunted 


While the physicians debated 


the professional responsibilities 
of the tests, parents and PTA 
representatives who sat in on 
the meeting were not daunted 
by the recent wave of criticism. 


Mrs. Robert Hart, a parochial 


school mother, said her inquir- 
ies among parents revealed that 
by far the most of them were 
eager for the tests. 


Mrs. Herman Siefkes, presi- 


dent of the Lincoln PTA Coun- 
cil said: 


"We are ready. We are only 


waiting word from the medical 
society." 
Dr. James T. Googe, Lincoln- 


Lancaster health director, said 
"We certainly will not conduct 
the tests if the vaccine does not 
come or if the medical society 
rules them out. But I am not 
afraid of the vaccine. I am hope- 
ful that the county will partici- 
pate." 
Dr. Frank Stewart, member of 


the advisory committee on the 
testing, said April 26 had been 
set up for the opening action. 


He said that blood samples 


would be drawn in advance of 
the first shots, again seven weeks 
after, and a third time next fall- 


Initial shots have been sched- 


uled for April, 27-28-29. 


Second shots are set for May 


4. 5-6 while the final booster shots 
are slated for June 1-2-3. 


McCarthy 
Critic Is 
Indicted 
Tending To Incite 
Murder Charged 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. flNSl—A 


Federal Grand Jury indicted pub- 
lisher H. M. Greenspun of the 
Las Vegas Sun on a charge that 
he authored material tending to 
"incite the murder or assassina- 
tion" of Sen. Joseph McCarthy. 


The criminal complaint charged 


specifically 
that Greenspun, a 


fiery critic of the Wisconsin sen- 
ator, "caused to be deposited for 
mailing 874 copies of the Jan. 8, 
1954, issue of the Las Vegas Sun 
which 
contained 
non-mailable 
matter of an indecent character 
tending to incite murder or as- 
sassination." 


Conviction on the charge car- 
ries a maximum penalty of $5,- 
000 fine or five years imprison- 
ment or both. 


The Grand Jury was called on 


a complaint made by the U. S. 
Postal Department in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


It was reported that Senator 


McCarthy 
turned the articles 


over to the Solicitor General of 
the postal inspection division. 


U. S. Attorney Madison B. 


Graves presented the report of 
postal authorities and the Justice 
Department to the Federal Grand 
Jury summoned in Las Vegas. 


The article in question, which 


was included as part of the in- 
dictment, was 
written under 


Greenspun's signature and said 
in part: 


"I have never been one t o 


make predictions but when 
a 
thing is inevitable, even I can 
foresee the future. Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy has to come to a violent 
"end. Huey Long's death will be 
serene and peaceful compared 
with the demise of the* sadistic 
bum from Wisconsin. 
"Live by the sword and you die 
by the sword! 
"Destroy people and they in 
turn must destroy you. 


"The chances are that McCar- 
thy will eventually be laid to rest 
at the hand of some poor inno- 
cent slob whose reputation and 
life he has destroyed through his 
well - established smear tech- 
nique." 
The indictment also quoted 
Greenspun's article as charging 
Sen. McCarthy with alleged im- 
moral conduct and said the Las 
Vegas publisher demanded any 
hearings be televised.

greatly increase the amount of federal money available to 
Nebraska for matching for highway construction, if the state had 
the matching funds.

The state in 1954 could get approximately $9,000,000 by 


matching available federal road funds. Under a House approved 
bill, the state would be able to get $12,600,000 and the Senate 
bill is for approximately $14,500,000 available to Nebraska. 


Biggest increase in the federal 


funds provided could only be 
used on the "inter-state system" 
a high standard, limited access 
highway that would connect all 
s t a t e capitals and principal 
cities. It is designed primarily as 
a defense or military highway. 
Federal funds would provide 60 
per cent of the cost and the 
states 40 per cent.

Among 16 Cases Set For Pardon Airing

The State Pardon Board has 


set 16 pleas for clemency for 
hearing on May 12 including two 
men who pleaded guilty to sec- 
ond degree murder. 


William Gowen, 37. of Cherry 


County and Bernard Oots, 44, 
Slater, Mo., were given life terms 
in 1939 for the slaying of George 
Harris, 81-year-old rancher, af- 
ter torturing him and requiring 
him to wute c h e c k s in the 
amount of $120 in August of 
1936. 


he body of the aged man was 


not found for a week and was 
so decomposed that it was not 
determined that he had d i e d 
from violence. Three years later 
Gowen told Denver police of 
the crime and his story was con- 
firmed by Oots, both of whom 
pleaded guilty. 


Jacques Palmer, who was with 


them at the time of the murder 
pleaded not guilty and was ac- 
quitted. In 1951, the life sen- 
tence imposed on the two men 
was reduced to 35 years. 


While Gowen and Oots were 


confined m the c o u n t y jail 
awaiting trial o t h e r prisoners 
broke out, but the two men re- 
fused to accompany them.

served a two year t e r m for 
breaking and entering in 1944 
has applied for a full pardon.

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Big Blue Pollution 


Here at home there could be no bolter evi- 


dence that we live in a different age in a 
mature nation than was furnished by the 
meeting at Seward attended by represent- 
atives of Stromsburg, Seward, Ulysses, Mil- 
ford, Wilbcr, Beaver Crossing and Beatrice to 
consider the problem of pollution of the wa- 
ters of the Big Blue River. 


All of these communities have sunk 1hcir 


roots deep, which is to say that they were 
founded many years ago. Their earlier be- 
ginnings dale back to a time when stream 
pollution was of little or no concern. 


It is different now. 
Stream pollution on the Blue has reached 


ihe point where sewage dumping will have 
1o be controlled in the interest of communities 
downstream looking to the Big Blue as a 


source of water for drinking purposes. Now, 
in the instance of an interstate stream—that 
is, one which crosses states lines—there is 
something of the essence of the "Big Stick" 
when health authorities \\ith grim faces sug- 
gest that pollution has icached the saturation 
point. 
It is one thing to say to such com- 


munities that the .solution ot the problem is 
thf> construction of disposal plants—another 
to lay down the flat edict that such steps 
shall be taken immediately ;md without delay. 


It is always possible to lead a horse to wa- 


ter, but not always possible to make him 
drink. A sewage disposal plant calls for the 
outlay of a considerable sum of money. A 
course of understanding in the solution of 
this problem is always well advised. 


Two Sides To The Story 


There could not be a better example of the 


technique called McCarthyism than is pro- 
jected in this latest discussion of the hydrogen 
bomb. 


In fury Sen. McCarthy told an uncounted 


audience of millions that there had been a 
delay in developing the H-bomb in this coun- 
try. The implication was unmistakable. Some- 
one had been dragging his feet.

There is the old saying- that to them that 


hath shall be given. It could explain an action 
late Wednesday in the United States Senate. 
In connection with a plan for a greatly ex- 
panded highway program — a two-year road 
aid bill calling for the expenditure of $2 bil- 
lion — the Senate voted to give states with 
larger populations a greater share of the 
money at the expense of smaller or less-popu- 
lated states. 


All tliis was accomplished through the 


mechanism of a new formula which in prac- 
tical effect increased the federal funds which 
19 states^ would get at the expense of 29 
other less populous states. There were hours 
of heated debate. 
Oklahoma's Sen. Bob 
Kerr declared in the 
course of the 
debate 


that the proposed new 
formula, which applies 
only to the S150 million 


federal contribution to what is called the In- 
terstate Highway System, was an "entering 
wedge" which eventually would lead to the 
distribution of all federal highway funds on 
a basis of population. Sen. Kerr said it was 
"unjust and discriminatory," which in the 
case of the usually fiery Oklahoman is a 
classic example of moderation in expression. 
Kerr could have used much more forceful 
language in describing the new formula. 
Population is not the only factor to be con- 
sidered in the development of an acceptable 
federal highway system. There is the matter 
of geography. Some of these more sparsely 
settled states face the difficult problem of 
building an infinitely greater mileage of road 
than falls to the lot of the densely populated 
industrial states. 
For example, the great 


wide-open spaces in Nebraska, Wyoming, 
Montana, and other western commonwealths 
add up to only one thing. A satisfactory fed- 
eral-state highway system in these states calls 
for many, many more miles of road.

Nebraska has a very vital interest in this. 


Its highway system, far from complete, far 
from acceptable to its own people, can be 
brought up to standard only by a long-range 
program involving the expenditure of mil- 
lions and millions of dollars. These densely- 
populated states actually in some instances 
embracing a much smaller physical area are 
far ahead in the building of a highway 
system.

Those 
who had doubts during those discussions at 
the top level about development of the hydro- 
gen bomb could be classified loosely into six 
groups, Cole said, setting forth in careful de- 
tail the basis for delay in months of soul- 
searching discussion. 


Cole had the manhood to disclose that he

when the latter gave the signal for a go-ahead 
program. The basis of Mr. Cole's dissent, he 
said, was that he felt the President by that 
decision was initiating an armament race—an 
armament race which people now know is 
without precedent in world history.

It is not a matter of reason nor logic with 
them. McCarthyism does not rest upon reason 
and logic.

The Douglas Bill

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WASHINGTON — Mayor Sam 


Tully of Rawlins, Wyo., has been 
in Washington the last few days, 
pounding the pavements, calling 
on bureaucrats and feeling pretty 
discouraged. As a last resort he 
came to see me and when I heard 
his story l didn't blame him for 
feeling blue. 


Mayor Tully makes a living as 


a conductor on the Union Pacific 
railroad. Being mayor of Rawlins 
is a full-time job but since the 
city can't afford to pay him more 
than S100 a month, he's a rail- 
road man to boot. And right now 
the city is less able to pay him 
because the Union Pacific has 
closed down its coal mines in the 
surrounding area and about 1,800 
miners are walking the streets. 


That's why the mayor has been 


walking the streets of Washing- 
ton. 


"The mines were working only 


two or three days a week for 
some time before this," he ex- 
plained, "so nobody was very 
flush. But now the Union Pa- 
cific is giving up coal altogether 
—switching to oil. So the mines 
are finished, won't open any 
more. They aren't even bother- 
ing to take the'machinery out."

"Those mines had 
the 
best 


safety record in the entire United 
States," I recalled. "Averell Har- 
riman used to be very proud of 
them." 


"Yes," said the mayor, "and 


they always made money. But 
now the railroad is going: to oil, 
and after oil runs out in the 
United States, they figure there'll 
be atomic energy. So there just 
isn't much chance for the coal 
miners any more. 


"However, they've got kids who 


have sot to eat, and that's why 
I'm in Washington." 


The mayor certainly sounded 


low. 


"Whom have you talked to? Did 


you get any help from your sen- 
ators?" 


"Not much," said the mayor. 


"Sen. Barrett, he's the Repub- 
lican, and is supposed to have the 
power these days. But he didn't 
seem able to use it for us. He's 
just 
spent 
$270,000 on an in- 


vestigation of elections in New 
Mexico, and if we could have had 
that much money, it would have 
fed a lot of miners' families. But 
they used it probing an election 
instead." 


"A probe that got nowhere," I 
added. 


"There are about 500 out of 


work at Hanna—that's just east 
of us," continued Mayor Tully, 
"and there are 1,300 out of work 
at Rock Springs to the west of 
us." continued the mayor. 


While the mayor 
talked. I 


thought back to a snowy night 
in Rock Springs 
in 
November, 


1947, when the Friendship Train 
went through Wyoming on its way 
to Europe. It was 10:30 p.m. when 
we arrived, and the people of 
the town were out in the snow 
patiently waiting. They had in- 
sisted that we stop, though Rock 
Springs wasn't on our schedule.

of France in all its springtime 
richness and diversity, the won- 
der is how a people could manage 
so Kidly with so much to do with.

Dr. Bestor suggested ways of 


improving the intellectual stand- 
ards of education as follow?: 


1. Build schools where none

2. Provide scholarship assis- 


tance for the genuinely irnov- 
enshed children of the commun- 
ity. 


3. Realize that there is no vir- 


tue in "holding" students in high 
school, if that "holding power'' 
is achieved by wateringk 
down 


the curriculum. 


'Not Graduation' 


Dr. Bestor believes that under 


our system of attendance laws, 
the high school is obliged to ad- 
mit every child of appropriate 
age. but the high school is not 
obliged to graduate them. 


"The standard high school di- 


ploma should be awarded only to 
;hose who have earned it through 
conscientious effort in the basic 
ntellectual disciplines of science, 
mathematics, 
history. 
English, 


and foreign languages," he stated.

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Radar Fence Would Give U.S. Cities 6 Hours Notice Of Attack 
Program 
In Arctic 
Announced 


By ELTON C. FAT 


WASHINGTON WV-The United 


States and Canada arc setting up 
a new radar warning fence along 
Ihe Tundra and ice of the Artie 
perimeter in an effort to Ri\e tho 
big cities to the south at least 
a six-hour notice of approaching 
enemy warplanes 


Secretary of Defence Charles 


E. Wilson said that preliminary 
work on the project is "well ad- 
vanced." In a statement, similar 
to one issued simultaneously in 
Ottawa, the American defense 
chief also said that warning nets 
for the flanks stretching out over 
the oceans to either side of North 
America are being augmented. 


The new, northernmost chain of 


radar sets to detect enemy planes 
and guide friendly planes to in- 
terception of an enemy force, is 
part of an intensified effort to 
tighten the guard against hydro- 
gen or atomic attack across the 
North Pole. 


Wilson said the United tSates 


and Canada started work on the 
new northern radar network soon 
after a meeting of Canadian and 
American chiefs of staff last No- 
vember 


The new chain will be a "dis- 


tant early warning line" far up 
beyond the "Pmetree Cham" 
which was started four jears 
ago. Pinetree Cham is located to 
the south, in the populated area 
of the U. S. and Canada. 


The new network, said Wilson, 
"will extend over thousands of 
miles." This indicated that it is 
designed to fill the gap existing 
between the radar warning sys- 
tem in Alaska and the airborne 
and ground detection systems m 
northern Greenland and Iceland. 


Wilson pointed that the prob- 


lem is difficult. A great number 
of possible sites are being studied 
and to reach many of them only 
tractor trains, used on winter 
snow and ice, or helicopters can 
be utilized. Even the operation 
of the radar stations, with their 
radio transmitters, must be de- 
signed to overcome such handi- 
caps as the auroral belt, the strip 
along the Arctic Circle where the 
electrical manifestations of the 
northern lights interfere with 
electronic apparatus. 
Because it is just as important 


to have early warnings of planes 
coming in from overseas, Wilson 
said, the United States is "ex- 
tending the early warning bar- 
rier" across the seaward ap- 
proaches to the continent. 
This segment of aircraft warn- 


ings is operated primarily by the 
Navy, using radar mounted in 
big planes, which fly patrol 
where neither ships nor ground 
stations can operate, aiid by ra- 
dar picket submarines and de- 
stroyers.

great coach way back in the old 
days, wasn't he?" 
- A freshman athlete at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska was speak-

looked at

lad a bit won- 
deringly. Then 
we g o t to 
thinking. 
: This laddi- 
buck, one of the 
Huskers' bright 
n e w football 
hopes for next 
autumn, was 
not even born 
w h e n Rockne 
was killed 23 
years ago in an airplane crash 
on the windswept plains of Kan- 
sas. Terry Brennan, the present 
Notre Dame coach, was born 
only two years before Rockne 
died. 


On a recent Sunday in South 


Bend, Ind., over 200 men at- 
tended the memorial mass and 
breakfast held every year on the 
anniversary of Rockne's death. 
Young Brennan laid a wreath on 
his grave in Highland Cemetery 
and it seemed unbelievable that 
Rockne had been gone so long. 


For modern football men still 


use his ideas, his tactics and he 
is still Mr. Football, In the pub- 
Jic mind. Rockne seems to live 
Jike he did when his Notre 
Dame teams ruled the gridiron 
world. He is a symbol now, bow- 
ever, and he stands for sports- 
manship and high ideals where- 
ever the great autumn game is 
played. 


The late Cy Sherman, a close 


friend of Rockne's and a na- 
tional sportswriting figure, gave 
this writer several letters penned 
by the Notre Dame master. Al- 
though written in answer to 
good-natured criticism by Uncle 
Cy, the letters showed Rockne's 
lively sense of humor, his in- 
nate good sense and his complete 
honesty. 
"You've got to pay the price 


In sweat, in effort, in sacrifice," 
Rockne used to tell his squads. 


"When you look in a mirror, 


do it critically and not in ad- 
miration: there are too many 
egoists already. Egotism is the 
anaesthetic that deadens the pain 
of stupidity . . ."

He's era (if you can) and ask 
yonr son where they coached. 
He'll shake his head, but ask 
him about Rockne and hell 
know. 


Oh. sure his record was one ol 


the greatest, his teams were 
colored with crowd-pleasers like 
the Four Horsemen and Notre 
Dame is forever Jhe "peepuls" 
choice. Rockne. the man, seems

This parallels the standards 


announced by the Eisenhower 
administration for civilian em- 
ployees of the government.

Sen. 
Ferguson To Sponsor Aid 


Plan For City Evacuation Roads 


WASHINGTON 
(ff) 
— Sen. 


Ferguson (R-Mich) said he will 
soon sponsor a multi-million dol- 
lar program of federal aid to 
cities for constructin of high- 
ways to speed evacuation in case 
of enemy attack. 


Ferguson said in an interview 


that if another war came major 
U.S. cities should be stripped of 
all but their essential popula- 
tions, such as defense 
plant 
workers. 


Ferguson, chairman of 
the 


GOP Policy Committee, per- 
suaded the Senate to agree to a 
30-million-dollar 
federal 
aid 


program to cities for planning 
and building radial and access 
superhighways. 


The money was added to a two 


billion dollar, two-year i'ederal 
road aid program which the Sen- 
ate approved by voice vote and 
sent back to the House, which 
earlier approved a similar bill 
c a r r y i n g $1,800,000,000, the 
amount 
asked 
by 
President 


Eisenhower. Unless the House 
accepts the bigger figure, a com- 
promise will be necessary. 


Federal highway aid is no\v 


running at a rate of 650 million 
dollars annually. The Senate bill 
covering the two years starting 
July 1, 1955, also contains 
feature under which the Presi- 
dent may advance payments to 
the states one year ahead 
time. 


The Senate a d o p t e d , a f t e r 


lengthy debate, a new formula 
distributing funds for what is 
called the interstate highway sys- 
tem. Instead of allocating these 
to states on the basis of popula^ 
tion, area and post road mileage 
as at present, both the Senate anc 
House bills would split the total 
150-million-dollar 
annual 
allot- 


ment for this purpose. Half would 
be distributed on the 
present 


basis, the other half on the basis 
of population alone. 


The Senate defeated 44-37 an 


amendment by Sen. Chavez (D- 
NM) to retain the present method. 
Chavez said the new formula 
would give a bigger share of 
federal money to 19 more popu- 
lous states.

Four Arab 
Diplomats 
Walk Out 


Good Will Luncheon 
In Capital Disrupted 


WASHINGTON Wl—An elabor- 


ate "good will" luncheon thrown 
by the U. S. government for for- 
eign diplomats wound up in a 
•wrathful .walkout by Arab guests 
»nd a flurry of apologies for the 
remarks of an American Jewish 
speaker. 


Four, Arab state diplomats and 


an unidentified Arab friend left 
in high dudgeon, some of them 
banging their chairs to the floor, 
after Dr. Norman Salit of New 
York assailed Arab tactics and 
referred to Israel as "the only 
democracy In the Near East." 


Salit, president of the Syna- 


gogue Council of America, later 
sent a written apology to Secre- 
tary of State Dulles and Postmas- 
ter 
General Summerfield, 
co- 


sponsors of the luncheon, and 
asked that it be passed along to 
the offended Arabs. 


Summerfield himself told the 


embassies of Iraq, Syria, Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt that Salit's re- 
jmarks were "a source of deep 
^personal regret" to him. 


The luncheon, in the grand ball- 


room of the fashionable Shore- 
ham Hotel, was held to publicize 
the new 8-cent "liberty" stamp 
for overseas mail, a red-white- 
and-blue issue designed to ad- 
vertise the American way of life 
throughout the world. 


Most of Washington's diplo- 


matic corps attended. So did 
Dulles and Vice-President Nixon, 
among other American officials. 
It was quite a production, with 
gift stamp albums for some of 
the eminent guests and a New 
York advertising firm (the Kud- 
ner Agency) helping with the 
publicity. 


The air of good feeling sud- 


denly chilled when Salit stopped 
talking about 
the 
ideals 
of 


brotherhood and touched with 
unconcealed bitterness 
on 
the 


Arab-Israel dispute.

strode three ambassadors—Sy- 
ria's Farid 
Zeineddine.

Right now. in the pioneering 


stage of 
jet-stream 
research, 


Pan-American passenger planes 
have flown from Tokyo to Hawaii 
non-stop, and because of the jet- 
stream and the international date 
line, landed their passengers in 
Honolulu "before" they took off 
from Tokyo—as clocks are read. 


The jet-stream is a bucking, 


speeding river of air which rushes 
along at altitudes above 15.000 
feet and at speeds up to 400 
m.p.m. 


A plane getting into the jet 


stream gets a "free"' accelera- 


tion which can increase its range 
to limits which have not yet been 
discovered. 


But the trouble with the jet- 


stream is its fickleness. 


It is extremely unpredictable 


and 
full of quirks—it changes 


course with the seasons, for in- 
stance, varies in altitude, some- 
times gets "lost," and runs in 
only one direction, west to cast. 


There is more than one jet- 


stream. Northwest Airlines, which 
flies from Japan to the U.S. 
through Alaska, will use the 
northern jet stream whenever 
they can find it. 


Ride the Stream 


Pan-American tries to plot me- 


ticulously the jet stream for the 
six months of the year it comes 
down to altitudes available to 
them and then instruct Tokyo- 
Hawaii pilots to climb into it and 


ride in across the Pacific. 


Here, another problem crops 


up. 
The jet stream does not 


directly pass over Honolulu and 
so 
weather 
technicians must 


carefully plot the opporlunele 
moment for the pilot to climb 
down out of the stream and 
head for Hawaii. 


Last February, a special two- 


plane Air Force research flight 
rode the jet stream non-stop 
from an airbase near Tokyo to 
Limestone Air Force Base in 
Maine in 28 hours! 


The higher the jet stream 


blows, the highest its velocity. 
And with the necessary structu- 
ral modifications to make planes 
capable of challenging and con- 
quering these high-blown air 
currents, airlines will be able to 
double their speeds and range 
with no increase in fuel costs.
